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Wilmington seeks share 
of Reading Light profits 


“Wilmington selectmen met with 
officials of the Reading Municipal 
Light Dept. on Monday night, and 
asked for a percent of the profits of 
the department, as well as a 
weighted representation on a board 
Having control of the department. 

‘The-meeting was the latest step in 
@ process that has been on-going for 
acouple of years, in which the town 
of Wilmington has been preparing 
to possibly break away and form its 
Own municipal electric department 

Chairman Jim Stewart told the 
Reading officials that Wilmington 
wants to negotiate. He said that the 
selectmen strongly feel that the 
option to form its own department 
is a strong one but said that this was 
not their first choice. 

The meeting was more cordial in 
tone than several previous meet- 
ings. The two sides agreed to set up 
two-man negotiating teams to meet 
bi-weekly. They set a goal of set 
ting matters within six months 

Wilmington submitted a counter- 
proposal to Reading's March 21 
proposal. Specifically, Wilmington 
is looking for payments in licu of 
taxes from net income, equalized 


rates for street lights, a true 
advisory board with some power, 
and regular audits of RMLD. 

Wilmington is asking that Read- 
ing make payments in lieu of taxes 
equal to the percentage of power 
purchased by the town times one- 
half the below the line net income 
of the department. Wilmington 
further asks thal, at a minimum, 
this payment be an amount cqual to 
2.5 percent of the net depreciated 
value of the distribution plant 
located in the town of Wilmington. 

Further, Wilmington is asking 
that the electric rates for street 
lighting be equalized betwen the 
two towns. 

Reading had proposed an adviso- 
ry board. Wilmington asks that this 
board have veto power over capital 
and operating budgets and annual 
expenditures. Wilmington also 
secks to have one member from 
cach of the four towns served by 
the RMLD, with the votes weighted 
by percentage of power used. This 
would give Wilmington a vote 
carrying about 65 percent of the 
powcr on the board 


Two associate members 
resign from concom

Belmore, who had served @ total 
of 14 ycars with the board, 
contended in-her letter that Bruce 
was not re-appointed because of 
“political overtones." Sadowski 
spoke of the many years of 
experience that " been thrown 
down the drain" and his inability to 
"honestly support or participate in 
the activities of the present board.” 

"There's lots of years of ex 
perience (among the departing 


members) and we are going to miss 


that,” said Ugolini, His comments 
were heard by the former members 
who stayed in the audience 


throughout the meeting. 

Tom Roussel recognized that the 
comunissioncrs had had some 
differences in the past. He added, 
however, that "nobody can take 


away what you did and your 
contribution to this commission.” 
He included Chester Bruce in his 
comments when he noted that the 


former chairman “certainly gave 
his all” throughout the years, 

The four remaining members of 
the board are Ugolini, Roussell, 
newly clected vice-chairman John 
White, and newly elected treasurer 
Margarct (Peg) Carson, Carson, an 
environmental engineer with the 
Department of , Environmental

The Massachusetts Attorney 
General's office has overturned an 
article passed in the Wilmington 
Annual Town Meeting in April. 

Article 33 had rezoned a 40-acre 
parcel of land off Andover Street to 
20,000 square foot lots. Owned by 
Al Fiorenza, the parcel is part of 
the land under consideration by the 
Mass. Water Resources Authority 
for a sludge treatment plant. 

In a letter to Town Clerk Pat 
Ward, Assistant Attorney General 
Anthony Penski° wrote that neither 
the warrant article nor the notice of 
public hearing made any reference 
to any restrictions or provisos 
relative to the rezoning proposal 
conceming,the parcel in issue. 

The-problem with the article as 
passed was that it went beyond the 
scope of the advertised article. The 
article was amended on the floor of 
the meeting to set aside 30 percent 
of the lots in the subdivision to be

Selectmen 


to vote on 


proposals next week

Very little new information came 
out of a hearing on Wilmington 
Town Center Monday night as a 
large crowd sweltered through 
presentations by the redevelopment 
authority and Selectman Robert 
Cain. For some, though, it was the 
first time they had seen revitali- 
zation possibilities for the area and 
the overpass/ramp design proposed 
by Cain 

The hearing was held by Wil- 
mington selectmen to hear com- 
ments and help them decide which 
option, if any, to recommend to the 
state Dept. of Public Works. Se- 
lectmen will vote on whether or not 
to move ahead with the project at 
next Monday's meeting 

During their presentation, con- 
sultants. forthe WRA showed why 
they favored alternative three, 
which contains an at grade inter- 
section at the corner of Church 
Street and Route 38 and two jug 
handle connector roads running 
from Kirk Sucet through the Bay 
Banks parking lot 

Economist John Weis of Robert 
Kenney Associates said the third 
option opened up “an awful lot of 
interesting opportunities” to deve- 
lop the center. A sketch of the 
center areca showed commercial/ 
retail buildings at the corner of 
Wilmington Square, parking facili- 
ties, an expanded MBTA station, 
and a landscaped connection to Ro- 
tary Park. Weis added that under 
normal marketing circumstances, 
the revitilization would take 10 to 
20 years to accomplish. 

Project Manager Wendy Land- 
man of Wallace, Floyd, Associates 
explained that alternative three 
would retain Wilmington's small 
town character better than the 
design by the DPW. She added that 
levels of traffic service to the year 
2010 would improve from an F to a 
B and C rating under the third 
option. 

During a discussion on the Bur- 
lington Avenue Bridge, consultant 
Bruce Campbell explained that the 
state would build a flat deck bridge, 
rather than the old truss bridge. 
The third alternative would bring 
the road back to grade level on 
Church Sweet faster than the design 
by DPW, he added 

One of the purposes in holding 


the hearing was to allow Cain to * 


explain his proposal. Cain said he 
would like to sce traffic coming 
back to the main roads and minimal 
disruption to impacted businesses, 
The crux of Cain's plan is an 
overpass similar to that proposed 
by the DPW and two ramps, one 
for traffic coming off Rt.38 and 
going north on Church Street and 
one for traffic going south on Rt. 
38. Cain said he would like to avoid 
eft turns as much as possible since, 
from a driver's perspective, those 
are the hardest turns to make. 
Landman said that the sclectman's 
proposal makes it more difficult to 
revitalize the area and raises 
unexplored issues. One "critical" 
unknown in the plan, said Bay 
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Banks engineer Frank Ching, is the 
grade of the ramps. 

One of the more interesting 
points brought out was a remark by 
Cain that “it's the guy not taken 
that's hurting the most.” He was 
referring to potential landtakings 
by the state, a subject which 
generated its own heat during the 
meeting. 
sidents, led by selectman 
Michael McCoy, zeroed in on the 
aquisition process and the Business 
Relocation Program. They wanted 
to know whioh businesses would be 
taken and how the process worked. 

Landman said it was hard to tell 
which properties would be taken 
since plans are only in the concept 
stage. Executive Director Michael 
Matt called such issues 
"premature." He claimed once a 
preliminary aquisition plan is 
developed, the state will visit 
owners O} individual basis and 
follow through with relocation. 

"That's what the state docs and 
they do it well,” he said. 

Businessman Al Fiorenza disa- 
greed. He told of delays and 
mix-ups that occurred when he had 
land taken on West Sureet. 

A majority who spoke agreed 
with State Rep. James Miceli. 

‘no matter what we do, that bridge 
has got to be replaced.” 

Speakers noted that the present 
structure was unsafe and “a 
disgrace 10 the town.” Though 
Campbell said otherwise, Miceli 
contended it would be possible to 
replace the bridge as is.

to Miceli’s remark:

Residents asked to be shown all 
changes upfront so there would be 
no surprises at a 25 percent design 
hearing. Some also maintained that 
none of the plans addressed a 
possible backup in traffic once the 
four lanes narrowed to two by 
Wilmington Plaza. Sclectmen = 
replicd they were secking to widen 
that portion of Route 38. 

"L've kept an open mind for over 
a year,"McCoy told those in the 
audience, He went on to say he now 
favored a bridge only proposal 
since he wasn't "convinced" option 
three was an improvement over the 
DPW design 

Chairman Jim Stewart reminded 
him that 25 years ago the town 
opted to do nothing and problems 
in the area have increased, 

"If someone has a better idea, 
‘come out with it,” he challenged. 

In an informal poll, 20 people 
favored the WRA option, three 
favored Cain's plan, five favored a 
bridge only proposal, and one went 
along with a no-build alternative.

Engineer Ken Miller and his son 
Jeff were at loggerheads with 
Conservation Administrator Libby 
Sabounjian and members of the 
Conservation Commission last 
Wednesday over filling of wetlands 
on their West Street property. 
Commissioners agreed with mem- 
ber Tom Rousscll who said, though 
the Wetlands Protection Act allows 
the filling of up to 5,000 square fect 
of wetlands, it is “not an absolute 
right." 

Aftcr the hearing was over, 
members voted unanimously to 
deny the application. The reasons 
given include the fact that Miller 
reportedly has other alternatives to 
filling wetlands and not caough 
information on replication and the 
100 year storm event was provided 
to allow Sabounjian to write an 
Order of Conditions. 

During the hearing, the Millers 


said they needed to move their 
existing place of business to the 
center of the lot because of the 
proposed relocation of West Street. 
Ken Miller stated the wetland 
filling would allow him to make 
better usc of his land and provide 
room to maintain the building. He 
said he had owned the industrially 
zoned lot for 25 ycars and had plans 
to upgrade the parcel. 

Chairman Don Ugolini noted that 
commissioncrs had yet to sce plans 
to replicate the disturbed wetlands, 
which is a requirement of the 
Wetlands Act. Roussell- added that 
the board needed evidence that 
there were no othcr options to 
filling wetlands before it could 
approve the proposal. 

"The bottom line is you're trying 
to improve property so it's mar- 
ketable in the future,” said 
Sabounjian. Miller retorted they 
were improving it for their own 
use. 


Help sought for 
septic problems

A failed septic system on Toma- 
hawk Drive had owners Joan and 
Robert Gillespie secking help from 
the Wilmington Board of Health at 
its meeting Monday night. 

The Gillespics said they moved 
into their new home, which was 
built by Northeast Development 
Corp, in August 1985 and had 
ongoing septic problems for the 
past two ycars..Members noted 
under state law, if a system fails 
after the first year, the owner is 
“stuck” with it. 

In looking into the situation pre- 
viously, the board found that the 
sandy soil had been considered 
“poor"but original percolation tests 
were fine. More recent perc tests 
failed, said Health Director Gre- 
gory Erickson. No one seemed to 
know why there was a discrepancy. 

When Robert Gillespie asked the 
board if they could guarantee a new 
system for five years, Erickson 


replied “we won't 
anything.” 

"We're going to try to get it fixed 
so it works, but there are no 
guarantees,” echoed Chairman 
James Ficociello. 

Discussion centered on a pump 
which is currently part of the 
indoor plumbing. Though the 
plumbing inspector fecls an indoor 
pump is legal, said Erickson, he 
views it as a force main without 
gravity feed. 

Gillespic questioned why homes 
were allowed to be built with 
pumps if they're illegal. 

“It's like a catch-22. It just doesn't 
make sense,” said Joan Gillespie, 
adding “we're very, very 
frustrated.” 

The Gillespies were told tofffave a 
new system designed and see if it 
complies with the local health code. 
Board members added they might 
be willing. to go along with a 
variance since this is a "hardship" 
case.

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town’s first chief executive is made 
much more difficult. 

Section 8 of the charter states that 
the town manager may still be 
removed from office on a four- 
fifths vote by the selectmen, but a 
formal recall procedure must now 
be followed. 

The charter states that a written 
resolution from the selectmen must 
be filed with the town clerk at Icast 
30 days before dismissal, setting 
forth the specific reasons for the 
recall. Then, within ten days of 
receiving the resolution, the town 
manager may reply in writing to 
the charges and may also request a 
public hearing to air the grievance. 

Should the selectmen decide to go 
ahead with the recall, the town 
manager would be given up to three 
months salary for severance pay. 

Cressman this week joked about 
the expiration of his probation, 
saying it was worth lighting a few 
firecrackers, and said there is no 
hint of any recall in the works.

The report 
Was prepared by Wilmington's 
housing consultants and turned 
ever to the Affordable Housing 
Task Force. 
““As IMG attorney Andrew Hier 
tied to admit the report as 
evidence, Town Counsel Alan 
Altman argucd that the report is not 
a public document “until proven 
otherwise" and ‘should not be 
introduced in the case, He asked 
how he could cross cxamine the 
report when the document is 
unsigned and there's no way of 
telling who the author is. 

The report, claimed Altman, "has 
no stature with the town" since the 
task force took no vote on it and 
just used it lo revicw ways to 
initiate their own lower cost homes. 

Altman also elicited the fact that 
Jay Tighe, a former member of the 
task force, had turned over the 


“unsolicited” report to the presi- 
dent of IMG. He said aficrwards he 
was surprised that a town board 
member would take such action.

Billerica firm 
charged in 
dumping 


A Billerica firm has been assessed 
a civil penalty of $10,000 by the 
Mass. Water Resources Authority 
(MWRA) for improper sewage 
dumping at the Wilmington 
dumping station. 

A tuck from Able Sanitation was 
at the station on June 30, during a 
spot check by an MWRA inspector. 
While the Able tuck was dumping, 
a truck from another firm was 
waiting. When the dumping station 
monitor checked the ticket of 
origin from the waiting truck, it 
had the same address as the truck 
which was dumping. 

In other words, if one were to 
believe the tickets, a homeowner on 
Shawsheen Avenue had his séptic 
system pumped on June 29 by one 
firm, and on June 30 by another 
firm. 

The Wilmington monitor turned 
the tickets over to the MWRA 
inspector, who instructed the 
driver of the first truck to 
accompany him and a police officer 
to the address on the ticket. 

Enroute, the driver apparently 
had second thoughts, and told the 
inspector that the load had come 
from a Billerica address. 

The MWR has subscquently 
notified the firm of a potential fine 
of $10,000, which may be ap- 
pealed. 

Sewage dumping has become a 
problem for firms servicing 
Billerica, Tewksbury and nearby 
towns, since the Lawrence septage 
station has been cut to 50 percent of 
its former volume by the state 
DEQE. 

Wilmington, unlike its neighbors 
to the north and west, is tied into 
the MWRA sewer system, which 
serves Greater Boston, The MWRA 
has recently increased the sewer use 
charges for Wilmington duc to the 
volume of material coming from 
Wilmington industries. 

The MWRA had its inspection 
team at the Wilmington dumping 
station on June 29 and 30, taking 
samples from cach of the trucks 
dumping there.

_A straw poll taken among the selectmen at 
Monday night's public hearing on the renovation of 
the Wilmington town center gives evidence that the 
center is in the danger of remaining the same for 
years to come. This could be an unfortunate move, 
with some future consequences for the town that are 
not too positive. 

Of the five sclectmen, there was evident division 
on which plan to endorse. However, one proposal, 
put forth by the Redevelopment Authority, was 
supported by the town manager and the majority of 
citizens present at town hall on Monday evening. 

Specifically, Jay Donovan's committee proposes 
an at-grade crossing for the Burlington Avenue 
bridge, elevated over the railroad tracks only. 

, Unlike the Department of Public Works plan, there 
would be no depression of Route 38, which is an 
extremist plan for a town this size. Secondly, the 
Redevelopment Authority plan would construct a 
jug handle. That's traffic-jargon which basically 
means a road would originate at Ralph's 
Automotive, and would come out between Bedell 
Brothers’ Insurance and Bay Bank. Viewed on an. 
engineer's drawing, it resembles a half-circle that 
simply takes some of the traffic load off of Route 
38, 

Next, the train depot in the town center would be 
developed to allow for commuter parking (badly 
needed today). With all of the above, people would 
find that this construction, in effect, visually 
extends the town center to the picturesque Rotary 
Park. 

The other plans as presented are too complex. 
Some have compared them to shooting a mouse 
with an elephant gun, And one plan, which came up 
only recently from Selectman Bob Cain, sounds as 
if it were wrigen’on the back of a cocktail napkin. 

\._ All in all some solution is needed, and the 
Redevelopment Authority has come up with the 
plan Which has eamed the most public support. 
And as Jay Donovan said in an interview on 
Tuesday, "I believe the Board of Selectmen necds to 
give direction to the state. Currently, there isn't the 
services neccssary at that center, and certainly 
won't be 20 years from now if it is simply left alone 
and ignored."

Ravanesi cited the high-tech industry and the 
surprising surge in the use of cellular phones, as 
two factors which have largely contributed to the 
growth. Ravancsi noted that tclephone company 
officials have continued to be impressed with the 
phenomenal attraction of car phones in the area. 

Basically, the addition of an arca code allows Ma 
Bell to double its capacity. After July 16, area code 
617 will serve 61 communities, or 1.2 million 
costumers. The new area code, 508, will be 
comprised of 190 cities and towns, or roughly 1.3 
million costumers. 

And how the borders run between each afea code 
is what will cause some temporary inconvenience, 
at the very least. As Wilmington will be area code 
508, you'll have to remember to dial 617 first when 
calling your grandmother in bordering Wobum, 
which will be keeping its present area code. 
However, if you dial a friend in neighboring towns 
like Billerica or North Reading, you would dial thé 
same number as always, since they will be within 
the new 508 area code with Wilmington. 

Sound confusing? 

If so, perhaps that's why some local boards of 
sclectmen have opposed the change to 508 in their 
communities. Both Wilmington and North Reading 
officials have filed appeals with the Department of 
Public Utilities (D.P.U.). Similar appeals to stay in 
the 617 area code by Dover and Walpole were 
recently denied by the state. 

But Ravanesi belicves the telephone company has 
researched the new area code enough so as to make 
the transition an easy onc. Calling pattems were 
researched to determine which towns should be 
changed, and a massive publicity campaign has been 
under way to frequent costumers with the birth of 
508 on July 16. “We've been sending out bill 
inserts and promotional material since 1986", said 
Ravanesi.

While noting that the state budget 
constraints had a lot to do with the 
non-funding, Sowyrda still ex- 
pressed his concern. 

"Clearly the governor has 
reneged not only on a promise but 
‘on a very glamorous bill signing 
ceremony,” said Sowyrda, 
referring to a highly publicized 
ceremony in March with educators, 
Dukakis, State Rep James Miceli 
and other officials.

Water restriction 
remains in place 
despite recent 
showers 

The many showers of late have 
had some easing effect on the sum- 
mer drought, but the total rainfall 
since July 1 totals less thai one 
inch. Many of the showers have 
been quite localized. A storm at 6 
p.m. Sunday, for instance, was 
quite violent in the southern part of 
Wilmington, yet the rain guage at 
the pumping station at Brown's 
Crossing in North Wilmington 
showed no measurable rain the next 
morning.

planted a dozen strawberry plants 

in May, and they promptly rotted. 

What did I do wrong?" 

Not having seen your plants, I 
will speculate that your problem 

. as probably one of the following: 

1, Planting depth. This is very 
important with strawberrics, When 
set into the soil too high, the roots 
will dry out and wither. If set too 
deep, the plants will rot. For best 
results, the tops of the crowns 

__.Should be right at soil level. 

2. Overwatering. Although 
strawberry plant roots appreciate 
being kept moist, they will rebel, 
and eventually rot, if they are 
muddy wet all the time. Once a 
_ week watering is usually sufficient, 

and a two or three inch hay or grass 
! mulch is beneficial for water 
« fetention, weed contol, and even- 
* tual soil improvement. 

3. Root chewing insects. You may 
have set your young plants into an 
area infested with wireworms 
and/or nematodes. 

It is too late to start over this 
year. Keep these points in mind 

+ next spring when you try again. It 
will do no harm to treat your soil 
with Diazinon granules two weeks 
before planting, to eliminate root 
chewing insects; 

A letter from J.O'R. of Wil- 

* mington inquires, "My bush green 
* beans were decimated last August 

by what a neighbor said was 
powdery mildew. Assuming he was 
correct, how can I keep my pres- 
ently healthy looking plants from 
mildew this year?" 

If your plants showed a grayish 
white, talcumlike powdery growth, 
then you probably did have pow- 
dery mildew. This fungus disease is 

* fairly common with some varicties 

of beans when we have a com- 

bination of low soil moisture and 
high humidity. Mildews will 
probably be a concern this year, 
with the extremes of heat and 

humidity we are expericncing. I 

Suggest that you space your plants 

no closer than a foot apart to allow 

good air circulation, for starters.

Then, as we get into August keep 
your plants well watered, assuming 
we do not have a total water ban by 
then, This is important: to keep 
plant diseases from gaining a foot- 
hold, watcr the garden in the 
morning, rather than in the 
evening. Plants which are wet 
overnight are much more likely to 
develop diseases than those that are 
watered in the morning. Finally, if 
you care to go to the trouble, a once 
a week spraying with an all purpose 
garden fungicide through August 
should keep plant diseases under 
control. Next spring, when making 
out your seed order, look for 
Greencrop and Tendercrop green 
beans. These two varieties are 
especially resistant to powdery 
mildew, 

Finally, a phone call from an 
anonymous Wilmington man who 
asks, "I dread the yearly onslaught 
of Japanese bettles. How do you 
control this pest in your garden?" 

We should be thankful that Jap- 
anese bectles are not a serious pest 
in the vegetable garden. Although 
several ornamental shrubs and 
some flowers, especially roses, 
zinneas and geraniums, suffer from 
the ravages of this insect, I do not 
see a problem each year with 
damage to the vegetable garden. 
My own control efforts involve 
hanging a couple of the "Bag a 
Bug” traps, available in all garden 
supply centers. If the infestation is 
especially heavy, a twice a month 
dusting or spraying with Sevin late 
in the evening ‘will reduce their 
numbers, 

I am not especially fond of 
Starlings, since they take about 75 
percent of the suet I put out for the 
woodpeckers each winter. Their 
one redeeming quality is that they 
are the only bird willing to eat adult 
Japanese beetles, and for this, at 
least, I applaud them.

That's right. Absolutely free, and 
just waiting for you to pick it up. 

Where? Everywhere! Any place 
that has water and fish will have 
free tackle, just for you. 

All you need do is look for it. 

The most common type of free 
fishing tackle is the humble bobber. 
Look through a patch of shoreline 
brush long.enough and you'll find 
at least one bobber. Just reach down 
and pick it up, and you have free 
gear. 

Don't laugh. There's more lost 
fishing tackle out there than you 
might imagine. I've picked up at 
least 50 bobbers in my carcer, but 
there's much more than simple 
bobbers out there. MUCH more! 

Just this spring, on a day that was 
too windy for fishing for my taste, 
instead cruised slowly along the 
windblown shoreline, looking for 
lures. In a half-hour I found three 
Jitterbugs and a triple-hook Rapala, 
although the hooks had rusted off 
two of the plugs. Still, I'd rather 
spend a few pennies for new hooks 
than $5 apiece for new Jitterbugs! 

What happens is this: Somebody 
snags his lure on a lily pad and the 
line snaps. He can't find it in all the 
murk and weeds, so he just writes it 
off. It just happens. 

In the winter, when the lily pads 
dic and sink to the bottom, the plug 
floats free and, sometimes, gets 
locked in the ice. Come spring the 
plug works freé dnd floats to the 
nearest shoreline. Then it's yours. 

Every time I see a brush pile, I'll 
take a look, Seven out of ten times, 
there's something of value there. 

Any stream with trout, and quite 
afew without, may be a virtual 
gold mine for lost trout flies. On 
any stretch of the stream, scan the 
nearby branches as you go. Fly rod 
enthusiasts sometimes don't want to 
tisk crossing the current just to 
fetch a fly, and othér times they just 
can't find it in all the leaves,

Free fishing tackle 


But at two bucks a pop, those flics 
start getting expensive after you 
lose a few! Two-thirds of the flics 
in my box came from stream-side 
tree branches, 

On one trout stream I once came 
up with a bonanza in fishing lures. 
Big handfuls of them! What a day! 

On the Squanacook River out in 
Townsend, there's one big pool that 
sees a lot of activity, as measured, 
sadly, by all the litter on the shore. 
One summer day, I put on mask and 
flippers and dove in. What I found 
made my eyes widen ... 

One big log, lying on the bottom 
in the middle of the pool, literally 
sparkled with spinners, plugs and 
hooks. It took six dives to retrieve 
it all, but I came away with both 
hands full of free lures. 

Similar logs have been snagging 
lures and hooks for ycars, and I'll 
bet you can think of at least one in 
the arca ... like maybe in Silver 
Lake near Main Surcet? Eh? 

Snorkeling in your fishing hole 
offers more than just free tackle, 
but that's another story for another 
time, (Maybe next week ...) 


Big-league free tackle -- stuff like 
rods, recls, full tackle boxes and 
free boat motors -- is harder to get, 
but the effort can pay for itself. 

Just as fishermen lose their lures, 
s0 too do boats sometimes capsize. 
True fact, but a sad one. If you 
know where a boat or.canoe went 
over, you might be able to retrieve 
the lost gear. 

T can think of three such salvage 
sites, just off the top of my head. 
My brother, Kevin, lost all of his 
gear two years ago when his canoe 
flipped on Lake Quinsigamond in 
Worcester. Rods, box, all there. 

Just this spring, while fishing at 
Peter's Pond in Dracut, 1 watched 
three beer-drinking boys roll over 
‘one of those Coleman *Crawdad” 
plastic boats. They lost rods, reels, 
tackle boxes, a marine battery, and 


even a pair of pants with a set of 
keys and a wallet with $200 in it, 
Near as I can tell, those treasurcs 
are still lying in the muck. 

A third salvage site just came to 
my attention this past weck. Eddic 
Silva, who-owns Wildside sports in 
North Wilmington, said his canoe 
was swamped by a power boat of 
the Concord River a few days back. 
The canoe flipped, and Eddie's shoe 
got caught in the bracket of his 
electric motor, but he luckily got 
his foot free without drowning. 

Eddie said he retrieved his rod, 
because he was fishing with a shiner 
and bobber, so he just snatched up 
the bobber and‘pulled in the rod. 
But his tackle box wasn't so lucky. 

What you need for heavy-duty 
salvage work is a "fishing" magnet 
and a length of rope, though mask 
and flippers can do the trick. The 
Edmund Scientific Corp., out of 
Great Barrington, New Jersey, is 
the only place I can think of that 
sells big magnets, but there may be 
others. Please let me know if there 
is somewhere closer, because I need 
a big magnet, post hastc, 

The best way to go magnet fishing 
is to use a "ten-pound" pull magnet 
on a rope, and drag it slowly across 
the bottom. Every so often, or if 
you feel any resistance, you haul it 
up and sec what you "caught." A 
tackle box full of $5 lures will pay 
for the magnet in no time. 

By all rights, you should return 
tackle to the rightful owner, but 
more often than not you don't even 
know who lost it. For instance; if 1 
ever find those sunken pants in 
Peter's Pond, I'm honor-bound to 
return the guy's keys and wallet, 
cash included, if I find his license. 

But if all I can find is his new 
baitcasting rod, a full tackle box 
and a cooler full of beer, well ... 

Happy hunting.
